DETAILED ACTION 

It is acknowledged that a Petition to Revive this application has been granted. 

Applicants' arguments, filed 5/10/04, have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

NEW MATTER 

Claims 52-55, 65, 67-69, 71, 73-81, and 85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

NEW MATTER has been amended into the claims via claim 52 now requiring 
that the signal elements provide an indication of analyte via reflection of the incident 
beam. Applicant has not pointed to written support as filed for this limitation. 
Consideration of the instant application as filed has failed to reveal generic signal 
element reflection practice as now in claim 52. It is noted that claim 2 as originally filed 
describes adaptation of a cleavable signal element as in claim 1 to reflect incident light 
but that this does not provide generic reflecting practice as now in claim 52. This 
rejection is necessitated by amendment and applied to claims dependent from claim 52 
also due to their dependence. 
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Claim 65 has been amended to require an annular area of an outer portion of the 
claimed disk. This limitation has not been found as filed nor pointed to by applicant and 
therefore is NEW MATTER. This rejection is necessitated by amendment. This 
rejection is necessitated by amendment and applied to claims dependent from claim 65 
also due to their dependence. 

Claim 79 has been amended to require address information encoded between 
assay sectors of the claimed disk in the last line therein. This limitation has not been 
found as filed nor pointed to by applicant and therefore is NEW MATTER. This rejection 
is necessitated by amendment. This rejection is necessitated by amendment and 
applied to claims dependent from claim 79 also due to their dependence.
